A Terrible. Experience. 


The Norwegian steamer Rinda 
underwenta terrible twenty-four 
hours” battling with the typhoou 
on Wednesday. When in the 
vicinity of the Macoleefields the 
master, Cap! Kraffr, received a 
méssage from Hongkong stating 
that the typhoon wes: proceeding 
in & south-westetly direction. 
Capt. Krafft altered course tosteer 
ou of the track of the atarm. but 
the galeturned north and caught 
the vessel when some two hundred 
miles south.of Hongkong. 

Ic waa a terrible experience for 
those on board. Huge waves 
broke over ship, taking every- 
thing in their path with them. 
The hatches were torn off, the 
boats smashed,ventilatora washed 
over Cha side, the bridze damaged, 
the ssloon flooded, iron rails and 
pipes were twisted, the wireles# 
broke down, sad one tremendous 
wave, which threatened tocapsiza 
the ship, came with such force 
that the faonal was bent. 

The cre, four of whom-wore 
injured, worked at the fumps hike 
slaves. The water was rushing 
into the holes, damaging the cargo 
of calcium carbide,.coement and 
paper, mach of which had to be 
thrown over the side. 

The storm overtook the shio at 
noon on Sept. 20th. The encines 
were stopped and 160 tons of of 
wore put over the side, bot the 
forte of the gale was so terrific 
that the six-thousand ton vessel 
wes tossed about like -s cork.
